mountain road, through the most lovely 
fcenery it tcok’ us about two bours from 
Kelung to the small creek where the god is 
being dug up and washed out, As we neared 


] the place whole flocks ‘of Chinese came ‘along 


from different parts, all with the same object 
in view and all armed with their primitive 
instruments ; a. wooden ladle to-bail water 
with, a sort of wooden. box. with an upper 
“ story” fitted Irosely on top and with perforated 
tin in the bottom to clear away the large stones, 
eté. The whiole to act asa “cradle,” and the 
necessary baskets, hoea etc. All looked pleased 
and all had gold-fever plainly written on their’ 
‘faces. When we came in view of the creek, 
about 7 miles from Kelung fn a stralt Hoe, the 
small creek which flows through a pretty broad: 
bed was thronged with people as far as we 
gould see.’ Kven the sides of the banks were 
belng dug out to wash for gold, We followed’ 
the river for more than a mile, ‘and found the 
same spectacle all over: thousands, of people 
working as’ for very life, everywhere they could 
find a place'to squat-down on. At Inst we went 
dqwn amongst them to see bow they did ft, It 
seemed that generally 3 or 4 worked togethers 
one digging out ground, one carrying, and one, 
knocking the cradle while another hailed water 
from the creek on it and now and then took the 
loose tops off and.threw the useless stones, etc. 
away, 
wooden cradle was blackish and was cleaned 
very carefully at: last, and. the gold-dust 
secured.’ Although ‘there aro: instances of a 
set having made $100 In. 2 day, the ‘most 
of them make 5 pod day's, pay,—it Is‘ sald 
that they, by hard work, ‘can maks an average
